Under this expressive heading -we 
yesterday gave space to a letter from 
Lillooot. The writer inaken the ex- 
traordinary disclosure that the Gov- 
ernment are supplying the Howe 
Sound trail party with bacon from 
Cairo , Illinois, to the oxclusion of 
bacon raised and cured in the district 
by farmers and taxpayers of the Pro- 
vince. Sinco the appearance of the 
letter we have read a private lettor 
from another resident of the district — 
a gentleman of the highest respect- 
ability and largo means, who is oxteu- 
uively engaged in stock-raising. This 
gentleman states .the ease in the fol- 
lowing terms: The bacon and other 
goods used by the trail party are sup - 
plied by a merchant of Clinton— a sup- 
porter of the Local Government. The 
bacon was put up at the town of Cairo 
in Illinois, United Statos. The Gov- 
ernment buys it at Clinton at 24 cents 
per lb. They then have it freighted 
to Lillooet at 4 cents per lb. Beyond 
that point the cost will at least bo 2 
cents more; so that, when the imported 
bacou has reached the trail party it 
will have cost the Government 30 
cents per lb. A pretty stiff price, to 
pay for bacon all the way from the 
Sucker State, remarks the reader. But 
stop a bit. The worst is yet to come. 
The farmers of Lillooet District are 
largo producers of live stock of every 
description. They raise line horses, fat 
cattle, sheep and hogs; and they 
plume themselves on the excellent 
quality of their bacon. It is scarcely 
inferior to the best Yorkshire. And 
oome of these days— not far distant, 
we hope— when the iroD horse shall 
be heard snorting as ho skirts the hill- 
sides and dashes across the fertile val- 
leys of the Mainland, and the wants 
of the large and increasing market of 
Victoria City shall relieve the burst- 
ing granaries and the overstocked pas- 
tures of Lillooet and Yalo, we may 
expect to find bacou and hams from 
those districts furnishing the leading 
quotations to the commercial reporter. 
But just now the Lillooet farmers 
find themselves sharpset for a market. 
They cannot bring their produce to 
Victoria because the cost of transpor- 
tation would eat it up before it reach- 
ed here. They must needs rely, thou, 
on a local market; should that fc'l 
them, their produce must remain on 
their hands and spoil. The reader will 
therefore readily see the importance of 
having all the produce required by 
road parties purchased from local pro- 
ducers. This custom should have 
grown into a principle long ago in 
this country. Such, we know, has been 
and is the practice with the Canadian 
Government in supplying their sur- 
veying parties. Without the unim- 
peachable evidence at hand we could 
scarcely believe that the Government 
of this Province who draw their sus- 
tenance from the Province, and who 
are bound by their oaths and pledges 
to advance the interests of the Pro- 
vince are acting in a different spirit 

are at this moment (strange as it 

may appear) paying a higher price for 
bacon raised at Cairo, Illinois, United 
Statos, than the same article can be 
bought at Lillooet. Not one, two or 
thre°e cents higher. The foreign arti- 
cle costs ten cents a pound more sup- 
plied to the road-parties than tho do- 
mestic article would cost. Yet, not- 
withstanding this tad, they prefei to 
feed their men on foreign meat which 
while it is undeniably poorer in quali- 
ty has not even the merit of being the 
cheaper in price. This is what may 
properly be termed encouraging home 
industry- "over the left." Somo peo- 
ple say "that the Chief Commissioner 
fools spiteful towards the peoplo of 
Lillooot District because they refuse 
to 

"Crook Hi' 1 pregnant binges of the knee 
Thut thrift may lollow fawning;" 

that they committed the Unpardon- 
able Sin in returning two staunch Re- 
formers to tho House of Assembly. If 
such be the fact, His Highmightineaa 
wants to "punish" them. There 
were other districts, represented by 
tho blackest of Tories, whore tho ba 
con is equally as good as Lillooet ba- 
con; Yalo, lor instance. Why were 
Yale and tho services of tho Silent 
Brigade ignored ? On three occasions 
during tho last session tho Yalo con- 
tingent saved the Government from 
ruin; and tho ungrateful Chiof Com- 
missioner quietly ignores tho very ex- 
istence of Yale and sends 2500 miles 
to Cairo, Illinois, V. S., for bacon with 
which to feed his road parties! Iho 
Howe Sound trail is being built from 
tho seacoast as well as from tho Lil- 
looot side. Wo havo it on first-ohms 
authority that the requisition for the 
coast party stipulated that only Vic- 
toria bacon should bo supplied to 
them. It may bo that tho Govern- 
ment wish to "punish" Lillooet; that 
having f:ot all they aro likely to get 
from Yalo they havo kickod her off 
jike a woruout shoe; but wo gubmit 
that by tho adoption of such a cut- 
throat polin as we have named, they

Municipal PoIiceCourt. 

| Before A. 0. Ellsott.Esq. 

Tuesday, July 13. 

J. McWilliams, on reniaud for supply- 
ing liquor to Indians, promised, in reply 
to bis honor the Magistrate, to go on 
board the Pacifir', on which bo isomploy- 
ed us a fireman, if roleased, and was dis- 
charged with a caution not to b>. found 
on shore again by the police. 

Thq,s. Oliver came up on remand charg- 
ed with selling goods by wholesale with- 
out a license. 

This case came on yestordiiy, whou, it 
will bo remembered, a remand wns grant- 
ed at the request of His Worship the 
Mayor to give time for consultation with 
tho City Barrister. 

Mr. A. It. Robertson now allied for 
leave to withdraw the tirat I wo sum- 
monses, which was granted, anil the de- 
fendant was then proceeded against on a 
oharfte of having sold goods without n 
license iu March and June, 1ST!. 

Mr. MoUreight asked that the summons 
should bo dismissed with costs. He 
contended Unit plaintiff had no case. The 
principal objection made was that in ac- 
cordance with :'.n Imperial Act of Parlia- 
ment. The information, in any case of 
application for summary conviction bo- 
foro a Magistrate, must be laid within 
months of the commission ol the offence, 
Hero 12 mouths had elapsed. One or 
two other technical points were made, 
but the defendant's case appeared to rest 
principally mi this. 

Mr. Hoberlson, for the Corporation, 
contended that Jurvis' Act was meant to 
apply only to quasi criminal eases, and 
that this whs nut a criminal case; also, 
that according to Baron Alderson.a judgo 
bad the right tn make rules reguluting 
his practice in Ids own court, and, like- 
wise, that, the Legislature in granting 
power to the Corporation to make by- 
laws also granted the right of enforcing 
them. That the interpretation of Jarvis' 
Act which his learned friend sought to 
give, would prevent tho collection of any 
taxes after six months. (Mr. MoCroight— 
"Except in the Supreme or County 
Court.'') 

Mr. McCreight traversed all the ob- 
jections made. He read clauses from 
Jarvis' Act to tho effect that "when no 
special clause to tho contrary in a local 
act existod the information must bo laid 
before six months." Such clause existed 
in this by law, and ho thought it would 
bo illegal it it did as the legislature 
could u«>t grunt the power of passing by- 
laws iu conflict with the spirit of Imper- 
ial Acts. Besides, there was a Canadian 
Act on the same subject which allowed 
only months. 

After u patient hearing the Magistrate 
said tlntt he thought a conviction would 
be qunabed in the Supremo Court and 
that be must dismiss tho case. 

An application for costs was refused. 

Charles firading, a bandsman, on board 
H. M. 8. Repulse, was indicted for mali- 
ciously assaulting John Bell, acting 
ship's corporal on the same vessel, with 
intent to kill, on the 5th of June lost. 

The deposition of Hell, who was still 
in tho hospital and unable to attend, was 
put in, stating he was injnredoii the 5th 
of June on board tho Repulse, but. did 
not know by whom. 

Tho surgeon of the ship deposed to 
•being called to attend Bell on the above 
dato, and found him unconscious with a 
severe wound on the top of the head and 
another on the forehead apparently in- 
dicted by some blunt instrument. Could 
not detect a ly fracture. Thought bar 
produce.-! (an iron one from 2ft. to 3D in. 
in length and nearly an inch thick) 
might cause similar injuries. Considered 
tho wounds dangerous. Prisoner had 
seemed to witness to be excited during 
that evening. 

William Uiggin, Fleet Surgeon, de- 
poned to the same effect and that tho 
wounded mm was nnoonsoious when 
brought to the Naval Hospital on the 
night in question, with symptoms of 
c incusBlou of tho brain, which continu- 
ed for some days afterwards, and was 
not sure that ho was still out of danger. 
Had known prisoner since 1873; his con- 
duct , so fur as witness knew, was good. 
Had examined prisoner with tho assist- 
ance of some of his colleagues since the 
Dth June and considered him sane. 

James Fountain deposed that he was a 
corporal on tho Repulse; knew Hell 'last 
time lie saw him ho was in the Hospital; 
was talking to Bell and others on the 
5th June, when tho prisoner struck Bell 
with an iron bar, witness turned) round 
just iii time to see prisoner strike Bell n 
second time; seized prisoner by the 
shoulder just as quartermaster Saunders 
caught hold of him by the other shoulder; 
prisoner said, "My God, 1 have done my 
work, 1 was unjustly reprimanded;" pri- 
soner seemed greatly excited; was not 
aware that thoro was any ill will between 
the two men previous to that evening. 

Win. Hazel, Quartermaster, gave simi- 
lar testimony; .vas in the act of speaking 
to Boll ou tho evening of the 5th when 
Fountain called Bell's attention, and 
witness was leaving witli Iub hammock 
on his shoulder when he heard prisoner 
say something in a very low tone of voice 
but could say what it was; then I saw 
prisoner draw something from under his 
coat mid strike Bell twice on the head; 
ho then tried to strike him again as ho 
lay on the ground, but witness warded 
the blow off with this hammock', and tho 
bystanders seized nnd disarmed him. 
Prisoner seemed a nice sort of fellow 
enough up to that day. 

Saunders, a Quartermaster, and Ernest 
Wheuier gave corroborative evidence to 
last witness. Both believed bar produc- 
ed to be the ono with which the dood 
was dono. 

O. J. Capes, aoting-Lioutenent, was 
offioer of tho watch on the Repulse on 
the overling of tho 5th of June. Bell re- 
ported prisoner on the evening in ques- 
tion for answering him iu an improper 
jnannor at muster, and at Boll's wish wit- 
ness put prisoner's name in tho Comman- 
der's poport. At lit) minutes to 8 on the 
same evoniug prisoner was again brought 
before witness for striking Corporal Boll 
and prisoner voluntarily stated that he 
meant to kill Boll. At this time witness 
Was not awiiro that tho injuries woro sor- 
joui. Prisoner has beou iu trouble once 



or twieo boforo this, but only from drink. 
Thought his conduct generally good. 
Boll, so far as ho kuow, had never quar- 
reled with auy ono. Prisoner was not 
under tho iufluonoe of liquor at the 
time. 

Stuart E. Garde was midshipman of 
tho watch on the 5th ult. Remembered 
the baud returning on board. Prisoner 
was ono of tho band corps. Boll mustered 
thorn and when ho called tho name 
of Sergeant May tho Corporal did not 
hoar aim answer, and Boll reprimanded 
him for not answoring louder. A little 
at tor tho Corporal called prisoner's name 
and he answered, us witnem thought, in 
a loud and imnronor tone of voieo, and 
witness told B"oll to report him to tho 
officer of the watch. Prisoner was put 
in tho Commander's report, but was sub- 
sequently discharged. Considered pri- 
soner sober and up to that timo did not 
look upon him as a bad or quarrelsome 
character. 

Prisoner after being duly warned by 
tho Magistrate, was asked if ho bad any 
statement to make. Ho reserved his de- 
fence and was committed for triul for 
wounding with iutont to kill. 

Meeting at Saacieh. 



A mooting of the electors of North and 
South Saanioh was he'd at the Prairie 
Tivern on Monday evening, Mr. Robert 
Brown in the Chair, and Mr. Samuel Ro- 
berts acting as Secretary. 

Mr. Wm. Reoy being called on ad- 
dressed the meeting. Ho declared him- 
self independent in politics; said he 
would support good measures from 
whichever side of the House thoy came; 
was in favor of tho increased indemnity 
to members; would not give tho Indians 
more laud than they would cultivate; he 
would not run with any man or party— 
simply stood on his merits. 

Mr. N. Shakespeare made a few remarks 
in defence of his position respecting tho 
drummers' license, which had been at- 
tacked by Mr. Humphreys at the previous 
meeting. 

Ho was tollowed by Mr. Brown, J. P., 
who inado a characteristically humorous 
speech on tho issues of tho day. 

Mr. Bunster, M. P., spoke warmly in 
defence of Mr. Humphreys, who was not 
present, and said that bo was authorized 
to announce that ho (Mr. 11. 1 would lie 
a candidate for tho district. 

After remarks from ono or two other 
gentlemen tho meeting broke up. 

Coinage.— The new San Francisco 
mint wa» put into operation none too 
soon. Tho coinage for 1871 5 was S2G,- 
000,000 in double eagles; $100,000 in 
eagles, and §100,000 in half eagles— total 
gold 826,200,000. Of silver there woro 
coined 83,37 l J,0(JU in trade dollars; §479 ,- 
01)0 in half dollars: $123,000 in quarter 
dollars; $3,000 iu twenty-cent pieces, and 
$343,000 in dimes; total silver, 34.327-,- 
U!I0: grand total, gold and silver, $!!U,- 
527, 000. In 1ST 3-1 tho coinage was $22,- 
302,500 gold, and §2,550,500 silver. Tho 
amount turned out in 1874-5 was the lar- 
gest ever coined in the mint. 

New Tubatment or Paralysis. — Tho 
following is from tho Independence Beige'. 
— Recently, M. Lauraut, a deputy of tho 
department of the Nord, and ono uf tho 
delegates to the Sugar Conference in 
Brussels, was seized with an attack of 
oerebal congestion, accompanied with 
paralysis of tho right sidr. Instead of 
of bleeding him. Dr. Tamin-Despales 
caused the patient to respire pure oxygen. 
Four hours' afterwards consciousness and 
the power of motion were restored. M. 
Dumas has communicated tho discovery 
to the French Academy of Science. 

Thb Pacific sailed at 6' 4 o'clock last 
evening for San Francisco. Sho had 40 
passengers, a small freight and n large 
mail. As sho was rounding to in the 
harbor near Beaver Rock she was carried 
by a stiff breeze among tho piles that sur- 
round that hump, and for a few moments 
an accident seemed inevitable. Skillful 
handling, however, soon carried her be- 
yond the roach of danger and sho paused 
out to sea. 

General Grant would not attend tho 
Bunker Hill Centennial, neither would 
he permit any of bis Cabinet to bo pros- 
ont. Grant's refusal is Baid to havo grown 
out of certain comments made with rofoi- 
ence to the whisky and cigar bills con- 
tracted by his party when passing through 
Boston to attend tho Lexington Centen- 
nial. 

Labor Saving.— In Ballarat, Australia, 
tho city lamplighter is quite u swell, lie 
rides about in a high gig, stops at a lamp 
and lights it without leaving his seat and 
is off in a jiffy for tho next lamp. In this 
city the lamplighter prances round on a 
pony, and goes through the same opera- 
tion as tho man with the gig.

A profound sensation was produced 
throughout the city when, tho close of 
bank hours, it became known that t.ha 
firm of E. D. Jewett & Oo. had notifi- 
ed their creditors of their inability to 
meet maturing obligations. Tho first 
feeling was one of incredulity, but 
this soon gave way to one of deep ro- 
geot and of Iarare sympathy, that such 
an apparently firmly established busi- 
ness should be in the least insecure. 
It is understood that the suspension 
arises out of difficulties superinduced 
by aid givon to Mr. G. K. Jewett, 
Bangor, as President of tho European 
and North American Railway Compa- 
ny. A crisis in the a flairs of that com- 
pany was reached last week, when ne- 
gotiations with the Eastern road look- 
ing to consolidation either failed or 
were suspended. To carry for any 
longer period tho now large floating 
debt of that aoad amounting, it is 
stated, to almost three-quarters of a 
million of dollars, might only prove 
more injurious to other creditors of 
Messrs. Jewett, and their suspension 
became necessary in tho interests of 
thoso creditors. Of course, the result 
is a suspension of the Consolidated 
P. and N. A. Railway Company, as 
announced itioui Western despatches. 
The St. .John business of E. 1). Jewet: 
& Co. is very large. They were op- 
erating in St, •John and its vicinity six 
mills, which must now stop, lot us 
hope only temporarily; they had ex- 
tensive connections here, and their 
resources in logs, ships, lands, and 
other property is immense. Thero is 
is a hopeful feeling prevailing that this 
business must continue. Tho Freeman 
this morning reports the liabilities of the 
firm to banks here at between 8500,000 
and 8550,000, which is, wo believe, nearly 
correct. No correct eMimato can just 
now be made of the whole liability. Tho 
effort of Messrs. Jewett to float a great 
public enterprise that would provo of 
immense benefit to this country, has un- 
doubtedly led to the present condition of 
things. They had from the first, faith iu 
this railway enterprise, and they embark- 
ed largely in it in the hope that it would 
prove successful. Public and private 
svmpathy for them is very deep and sin- 
cere; and for the head of tho Hi. John 
houso, whoso high personal oharaoter as 
a man and a citizen has made him so 
greatly esteemed in this city, the feeling 
is deeper than mere words can express. 
It is hoped and believed that the stop- 
page will bo merely temporal y, and that 
tho resources and energy of the firm will 
carry thorn over their difficulties Even a 
temporary suspension of this large busi- 
ness is a public disaster.

In tho death of this gentleman, 
which has just taken place in London, 
England, Canada loses ono of her 
most eminent sons. He first saw the 
light towards tho close of tho last con- 
tury, having been born at Montreal in 
the year 1788. He completed bis 
os iii the High School at Edin- 
burgh, Scotland, and graduated at the 
University of that city. In the groat 
field of public labor, ho first turned to 
mercantile pursuits iu connection with 
his uncle, oUii Hart Logan, in London. 
Having p. .id a visit to Canada, where 
he hud hij attention drawn to the 
geological characteristics of thin 
country, iu re-crossed the Atlantic to 
take tha management of a copper 
smelting and coal mining company in 
Swansea, Wales. During these years 
Mr. Logan devoted himself largely to 
a study of tho coal fields of that legion; 
and as wo loarn from Morgan's "Cele- 
brated Canadians," "his minute and 
accurate maps woro adopted by the 
Ordnanco Geological Survey, find pub- 
lished by the Government, under Sir 
Henry do la Heche's superintendence. 
Ho was the first to demonstrate that 
the stratum of under clay, as it is cull- 
ed, which always underlies coal bed.-,, 
was the soil in which tuo coal vege- 
tation grew." Having paid a visit to 
the coal fields of Nova Scotia and Pen 
sylvania in 18-11, he contributed seve- 
ral papers with reference to them to 
tho Geological Society of London. 

His special connection w ith the work 
to which ho devoted the greater pu t of 
the remaining years of his life dates from 
this period, lie began ao examination 
of the older palfOOZic rocks of Canada; 
and the Geological Survey of tho country 
having boon then established a work 
which has been unremittingly continued 
euer since -he was offered, and accepted, 
its supreme control and diraotion. It is 
not too much to say that his whole heart 
was at all times m :ho furtherance of an 
object w hich was ever dear to him. Not 
until failing health warned him that lie 
must make way for a younger man did ho 
resign tho trust which in 1811 was plaood j 
in his hands; and about tho time, having 
reached the Psalmist's limit of ago, he 
passed the Survey into the hands of Mr. 
Salwyn and took up his residenoo in the 
great British metropolis, where ho breath- 
ed his last. 

Tho deceased's scientific career was ono 
of continued progress. In tho youthful 
science of Geology few, if uny, hold a 
more prominent place. Many valuable 
discoveries were made by him. For in- 
stance, wo read in the work from which 
we have already quoted . "In the course 
of his investigations upon Iho rocks of tho 
Eastern Townshipj, which are tho con- 
tinuations of thoso of New England, Sir 
William has shown that, so far from be- 
ing, as has boon supposed, primative 
n/.oie rocks, they ore altorud and chrystal- 
izod paheo/.oic strata; a fact which, al- 
though suspected, had not hitherto 
boen demonstrated, and which is 
tho koy to tho geology of north- 
eastern America. He found the 
rocks which from the Laurentino oud 
Adirondao Mountains, previously re- 
garded as unstratifled, to be disturhod 
and altered sedimentary deposits of vast 
thickness, equal perhaps to all tho hither 
to known strai titled rocks of tho earth's 
crust." .Sir William represented Canada 
at tho great Exhibition of 1S31 in Lon- 
don, at the International Exhibition of 
Paris iu 1855, and again at tho Great Ex- 
position in Paris in 1807, whore be had 
for his chief assistance Mr, T. B terry 
Hunt, then of tho geological staff, and 
now pursuing his labours in tho field of 
geology in tho United States. Ho at- 
tained many honorary distinctions. Tile 
Royal Society elected him a Follow, tho 
French Government, in 1855, created him 
a Knight of the Legion of Honour; and 
iu the following year ho received the 
honour of Knighthood from the Queen. 
In 185G ho was also ..warded by the Goo- 
logical Society, of which he hud long 
beou a member, tho Wollaaton Palladium 
Motal, for his pre-eminent services in 
geology. In private life lie was a most 
estimable man, and a worthy citizen in 
t-vsry rospeot. The Geological Museum, 
for the present in Montreal, will long re- 
main a monument perennius aere to his 
geological labours in this country.

Mr. Laeroix denied having 
tendered.

Tho creditors 
waived all security, the deed was signed 
ou tho spot, and work at, tho factory will 
bo resumed immediately, intelligence 
which was received with luml cheers by 
tho workmen. 

—It was rumoured 
yesterday that a gentleman employed in 
the Crown Lands Department had boon 
tired at while passing through tho Cham- 
plain market square a few evenings ago, 
and that two of tho bullets passed through 
his hat, fortunately without wounding him 
seriously.

Lord Bute having declined to soil 
land for sites for tho erection of board 
schools in Cardiff, tho school board .at 
a meeting hold on Monday, resolved to 
apply to the Education ' Depart' -.ont 
for powers to take tho ground com- 
pulsorily. Lord Bute says ho de- 
clines to submit voluntarily to an Act 
which is made use uf to subserve a 
secularist propaganda against tho Es- 
tablished Church. 

They do things for their teJatives 
even in England, and Mr. Disraeli has 
boen placing his nephew in the very 
snug position of second clerk in tho 
Houso of Lords, with the understand- 
ing that ho is soon lo succeed to ibo 
principal clerkship— an oflico of hon- 
our and emolument, and permanent. 
The young gentleman is cho oldest son 
of Mr. Ralph Disraeli, the brother of 
the Prime Minister, and is named 
Coningsby, after the hero of the clev- 
erest of Mr. Disraeli's novels.

About £5,500 has been subscribed 
for tho work now in progress in con- 
nection with the restoration of Salis- 
bury Cathedral. The "Times" says: 
—Active steps are now boing taken "by 
the committee towards tho re-opening 
of tho choir and the restoration of the 
great transept. Tho estimated cost of 
tho latter alone is £;i,59o. The res- 
toration of the choir is a memorial to 
the late Bishop Hamilton, nnd the 
special subscriptions towards this, in- 
cluding a donation towards a pulpit 
and interest on deposits, amounted to 
£9,870. Sir Gilbert Scott has the su- 
perintendence of tho work. 

Mr. Samuel P. Brabner, solicitor, 
Liverpool, has died from hydropho- 
bia. A few weeks since he was at- 
tacked and bitten by a terrier in both 
hands, in his garden at Litherland, 
near Liverpool. The animal had to 
be killed in order to get the deceased's 
hand released from his mouth. Tho 
wounds were cauterized, and they ho 
far healed that Mr. Brabner was able 
to undertake the transaction of busi- 
ness. On the 20th ult. .however, symp- 
toms of hydrophobia sot in, and 
though tho disease was held in check 
for several days, it at length terminat- 
ed fatally. Tho deceased was 50 years 
of age.
